He shall also record the opening, closing, highest and lowest 
future rates for each delivery of the hedge contract for every 
trading day. The Secretary shall maintain necessary registers 
for lecordinp these rates. 


Bye-law 93 : 

ta) The Hoard shall, from lime to time, appoint u Daily 
Rates Committee consisting of 12 persons chosen 
from the members of the Association or their duly 
authorised representatives and brokers and divide 
the Committee into 4 panels, each of 3 persons, 
Each panel shall function by relation for one week 
and two members of the panel shall form the quo¬ 
rum. In the absence of the quorum, the member 
of the panel present or the Secretary shall include 
one of the other members of the Daily Rates Com¬ 
mittee to form the quorum.
